now in existence.” In this connection 
we may urge wpon Parliament that 
there is no necessily for new banks, 
and that all applications for inconpora- 
ton should be absolutely refused. With 
the provision fo increase the Bank's 
capital from time to time, as it may be 
needed, it will be in a position to meet 
all public requirements, and to keep 
pace with the general improvement and 
development which is apparent all over 
{he Dominion. It is cause for regret 
that the experienced and able general 
manager did not give an extensive re- 
view of the country's trade prospects, 
for these Are always received with the 
greatest attention. Such a _ review 
would have been highly appreciated, 
hut those who were wont to rely upon 
it as a guide and finger post will have 
fo trust for beller things next year. !n 
the meantime, the -Bank, which has a 
reserve fund equal {o its total paid-up 
capital of $4,773,948, will continue to 
enjoy and grow in the confidence cf 
the public to such an extent that its 
total authorized capital will be paid up 
fo meet the increasing demands upon 
ils usefulness. The extent to which it 
enjoys public confidence fs seen in the 
fact that its deposits amount fo the 
large sum of $31,928,099. These are pro- 
fected by assets amounting to $45,641,- 
257. Of the latter no less a sum than 
that of $18,878,042 are readily available. 
The financial statements will be read 
wilh renewed interest, in view of the 
forward steps which the Bank has under 
consideration,

age, to the extent of one-quarter section of 160

BEER DRIVES OUT ABSINTHD. 
France Takes More of the Former and 
Less of the Latter. 


The consumplion of beer in Francs 
has increased by more than 40 per cent. 
during the last: five yeurs. In 1906 it - 
reached. the imposing total of S17,040,- 
000 gallons. 

It does not appear that the increased — 
use of becr has diminished in the slight 
est degre the consumption of wine and 
cider. But Consul Mason is quoted in 
Ponfort’s Wine and Spirit Cireular as 
suying thal, as the consumption of beer 
increases, that of alcohol, especially in 
the perilous form of absinthe, is slows 
ly bul steadily decreasing, 
“rhe statistics of 1904 show that dur- 
ing that year the amount of absinthe 
scld for drinking purposes in France 
fell off more than 130,000 gollons, cr 
2.8 per cent, This is not & sweeping 
or conclusive reform, byt statistics 
seem to show that the maximum danger 
point has been passed. 

Much of the beer is Imported (or pur 
ports to be so) from Pilsen ond Munich, 
though most of the leading breweries 
in other German cities have Paris ag? 
encies and distribute their beer to re 
tailors, This entalls high prices to con: 
sumers, os there is a heavy imporl 
duty.

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RED CLOVER SEED. 


Anticipated That It Will Again Be Short 
for the Season of 1908. 


On account of partial failure in Cana- 
ds and the Uniled States of the 1906 crop 
of Red Clover seed, large quantities were 
imported from Europe for the past sea- 
son's trade, The supply was depleted 
early in May, and the retail prices have 
heen unusually high in consequence. 

No red clover Seed is being carried 
over for next season's trade. The red 
clover crop, not only in Canada but in 
the United States and in Europe, is now 
reported to haye suffered severely from 
prolonged cold weather during March, 
April and May; and on account of prob- 
able reduction in yield of hay and other 
fodder , but particularly because most 
fields of red clover are killed out in 
places, it is anticipated that the areas 
left for red clover seed will be consider- 
ably below the average for Canada, and 
that the supply of good, clean, No. I 
seed will again be short for the season 
of 1908,

A Day of Blood. 


GHASTLY RECORD OF THE CELEBRA- 
TION ON THE FOURTH. 


Chicago, July 5.—The Tribune to- 
days: ‘Thirty-seven men, women and 
children are dead, 2,153 ave mained, 
lacerated or burned, as a result of 
yesterday's excess of patriotism in the 
United States The roster of the 
dead is four more than last year's 
mortality, A year ago thirty-three 
persons wer dead on the morning 
after the Fourth, Unfortunately the 
death roll will increase day by day, 
and even the late days of August will 
witness additions to it.

The Law of the Ten Words,—The Ten 
Commandments of the Mosaic law are 


referred to under the various titles of 


“testimony,” “covenant” (Exod. 25. 21; 


Deut. 9. 9; Psa. 119), and “the Deca- 


dogue.” This last title means literally 


“the Jaw of the ten words,” which is the 
_ mame used in Exod. 24. 8; Deut. 4. 13, 


and other passages. The name “Ten 
Comandments” is a less accurate though 
more common rendering of the original 
Hebrew used. The commonly accepted 
viey among Old Testament scholars 


“leaves undisturbed the tradition of the 


Mcsaie- authorship of “an essentially 
Spiritually and ethical code of ten pre- 
ecpls.” It is, howeyer, considered prob- 


able that this code existed originally in 


_ 4 much briefer form, to which from time 


to lime various reflections and promises 
were added for the purpose of strength- 
ening the apreal of the code to the mind 
‘and will of the people. In support of 


this theory it is pointed out particularly 


that the Pentateuch iself contains two 
versions of this code in which are found 
not a few and not altogether unimpor- 
fant variations, especially in the rea- 
sons for obedience attached to the fourth 
and fifth commandments respectively, 
‘The version of Exod.

And God spake all these words—Amid 
thunder and lightning from Sinai and 
with the sound of a trumpet Jehovah 
proclaims the words of the law in arti- 
culate tones in the ears of the terrified 
people (Exod. 20.18; Deut. 4, 12). Later 
{he words thus ullered by the voice of 
Jehovah are graven by his own finger 
on tables of stone (Exod.

‘These 
becond tables are deposited jn the Ark 
for safe keeping, and in token of thew 


idolatry and materialism. The egnstrue- 
tion of the Hebrew text of this command- 
ment has been much disputed, though 
the natural sense seems to be: “Thou 
shalt not make unlo thee a graven 
image: (and) to no visible shape in 
heaven, etc., shalt thou bow down, ete.” 

The water under the earth—According 
to the Hebrew conteption the earth, 
whieh was flat, was supported upon the 
waters of the “great deep” (comp. 
Gen. 1). 

5. Upon the third and upon the 
fourth generation—The inexorable law 
of heredily 1s valid for good as well as 
fo» evil, Ils subtle workings whereby it 
4ppears sometimes to skip one or more 
generations has in our time especially 
become a matter of most careful scien- 
tifle study and investigation, 


6. Unto thousands—Or, “a thousand 
generations.” 

7, The name of Jehovah thy God— 
Among ancient Oriental peoples the 
name of a person was regarded as of 
much greater significance and impor- 
tance than in our day, standing, as it 
did, in a peculiar sense for the person 
himself. Hence to blot out a name 
meant practically the annihilation of the 
person and all memory of him. To use, 
therefore, unnecessarily or carelessly 
the name of God was the height of ir- 
reverence, Later a too literal interpre- 
tation ~of this commandment led to a 
Substifution of the word “adonai" (lord) 
for “Yahweh” jn reading the Scriptures, 
which habit, in turn, resulted in a cor- 
ruption or combination of the two, from 
which has come our English word “Jeho- 
vah.” 

8. Remember the sabbath day to keep 
it holy—The word “sabbath” is derived 
from a root meaning “to desist, to 
cense.” It is worthy of nole that in a 
time when religion consisted chiefly in 
the observance of ritual and ceremony 
(his superior ethical code places empha- 
Siz on only one external and formal] re- 
ligious duty, narrowly so called, namely, 
that of Sabbath observance. ;

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


NY even numbered section of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoha, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, excepting § and 26,not reserted, may be 
homeateaded by any person who is the sole 
head of afamily, orany male oyer 18 years of 
ago, to the extent of one-quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less. 

Entry must be made personally at the local 
and office for the district in which the land is 
situate. 

The homesteaderis required to perform the 
conditions connected therewith under one of 
the following plane :— 4 

(1) At leasteix months’ residence poe and 
cultivation of the Jand in each year for three 


OBre. 

(2) If the father (or mother,if the father is 
deceased) of the bomesteader resides upon a 
farm in the vicinity of the land entered for, the 
requirements asto residence may be satisfied 
by such person residing with the father or 
mother,

16. Bear false wilness—It is possible 
to bear false witness both in a public 
and formal and in a private and infor- 
mal way. One may perjure himself and 
testify falsely in court, and lie outright 
in public about his neighbor, or he may 
in his social Antercourse with his fellow 
men simply speak disparagingly about 
an individual without. just ground or 
reason. While the commandment as it 
étands refers primarily to false witness- 
ing of the former kind, it does not ex- 
clude private calumny, which, in fact, 
is later on in the detailed legislation 
given by Moses to Israel specifically 
{crbidden in tho words: “Thou shalt 
not take up a false report: put not thy 
hand with the wicked to be an unright- 
eous witness” (Exod 23. 1). 

17. Thou shalt not covet—In under- 
taking to regulate a man’s inner thought 
life as well as his outer life of action the 
Mosaic law places itself on a higher level 
than any other system of laws ever pro- 
mulgated among men. The Decaloguo, 
and especially this commandment, pro- 
ceeds on the assumption that man is 
actually free to control his thoughts, 
and hence is responsible for them as 
well as for his actions.

ing, in a recent paper by Dr, D. M. Par- 
ker, lecturer at the Detroit College of 
Medicine. The inadequate chest breath- 
ing allows a poisonous substance to 
develop in the lungs.

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NOTES ON HOME CHEESEMAKING, 
A cheese maker gives the following 
pceints on the process of cheesemaking 
at home whieh is very imple, and yet 
vequires the most absolute exactness. 
Cheese making is something more 


than going through the molions of get- 
ting the milk into a tub or vat and 
‘drawing off the whey; pulling the curd 
into a hoop, ete. 

There must be no guesswork about 
the quantity of rennet or the lempera- 
lure of the milk, The temperature of 
the milk must be 85 degrees, 

For cheese making get the rennet 
lublets; it is much easier to determine 
the quantity to use than when using 
the old-fashioned rennet. The tablets 
can be had at nearly all drug stores, 

For 4 medium-sized cheese a large 
fub or two tubs can be used. ‘They 
must be absolutely clean and without 
odor, 

Soak the rennet tahbiets in a little luke 
warm water, and when the milk is just 
the right temperature, carefully stir the 
rennet all through the milk. Weigh 
or measure the milk with care, and use 
‘the exact amount of rennet the direc- 
‘tons call for, 

Put a clean cloth over the tub and 
let the milk be undisturbed for about 
ao hour, 

When the milk has hecome a little 
thick, take a long bread knife, of a long 
wooden knife and cut it inlo quarters 
of about an inch. 

Put a clean cheese cloth over the curd 
und gently press down with a dipper 
until all the whey has been dipped off. 
Bo not rush the dipping, and handle the 
curd with care or the butter fat will be 
liberated in the whey and make the 
‘cheese hard and dry. 

After the whey has been dippéd from 
the first cutting, gently break the curd 
‘with the hands and more will be freed. 
‘Then heat a small quantity, just enough 
lo cover, the curd, and pour over it. 
Hieat MWe whey to about 100 degrees.

The lessening of the milk yield is too 
oflen taken as an unavoidable conse- 
quence of the summer season, and no 
¢fiort made to avoid the shrinkage. 
‘Cows will decrease in their yield from 
‘month to month after freshening, but 
‘this decrease should be graded, At the 
'‘Dairymen’s Conyention at Cowansville, 
last winter, Mr. C. F. Whitley pointed 
‘out that 10 per cent. is the usual shrink- 
‘age between any particular month and 
‘he following one. If it is only 10 per 
cenit., it is nol abnormal and need nol 
couse surprise, but this shrinkage varies 
very much. Some cows will give a 
good flow for some time, while with 
cthers the yield* of milK falls off very 
rapidly. In tae district of Cowansville, 
Yast. year, there were cases where the 
shrinkage was as high as 15 per cent. 
That is doo high altogether, ‘The ob- 
ject of feeding is for the cow to produce 
milk through a reasonable period. ‘To 
maintain the flow of milk is one of the 
secrels of good dairying. In maintain- 
ing the flow we give the cows plenly 
of succulent feed—any quantity of it. 
The cow needs plenty of juicy material, 
out of which to make milk. Peas and 
oats cul green are very valuable, and 
roots, but do not give turnips. Every 
dairyman should have a silo; two tons 
of ensilage, costing about $3 are equal 
fo one ton of hay which would cost 
from $6 to $8. In summer let the cow 
have plenty of shade and see that she 
is well protected from flies. There is 
nothing that will cause greater shrink- 
age than those two things—exposure lo 
the hol sun and letting the flies worry 
the animals. Provide protection from 
the flies in some way. Give the cows 
access to salt, By these means and by

Latest London Contriyance- for Securing 
Pure Milk Supply. 


For years London's milk supply has 
been blamed by medical men and health 
officers for a great deal of the infant 
mortality. 

Now the dairy companies are to deliy- 
er milk at the doors of houses in paper 
pails or pitchers, which are said to he 
absolutely proof against germs and 
walter, 

The paper pails are being made at a 
new factory at the rate of 50,000 datiy, 
but they will require to be turned out 
nut the rate of some millions daily if 
the demand is to be mef. 

These milk pails, made from wood 
pulp, can, of course, be used only 
once. But they will be cheaper than 
nieal pails, pitchers, or glass boltles, 
for one reason, because all labor of 
cleaning and sterilizing will be saved, 
The pail is a simple contrivance, 
twelve times lighter than the ordinary 
milk can, is strongly made and is fin- 
ished off, afler being rendered water- 
proof, by being sterilized in a furnace | 
heated up to 500 degrees Fahrenheit.

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Pleasure-Seekers Crushed to Death 
THIRTY-ONE KILLED IN COLLISION ON 
PERE MARQUETTE. 

Salem, Mich,, Tuly 20.—Thirty-one 
people avedead and more than seventy 
injured, many of them seriously, as 
the result of a head-on collision to- 
day between a Pere Marquette excur- 
sion train bound from Iona to De- 
troit, anda westbound freight train, 
on a sharpe curve in a cut of the Pere 
Marquette Railroad about a mile east 
of Salem, 

The passenger train of eleven cars, 
carrving employees of the Pere Mar- 
quette shops at Iona and their families 
to the Michigan metropolis for their 
annual excursion, was running prob- 
ably 50 miles an hour down a steep 
grade. It struck the lighter locomo- 
tive of the freight train with such ter- 
rific force as to turn the freight en- 
gine completely around. Both loco- 
motives were wrecked, but only a few 
of the freight cars were smashed. 
Six cars of the passenger train were 
piled up in a mass. Four of the 
coaches remained on the track un- 
damaged, and were used to convey 
the dead and injured to Iona. One 
coach was entirely undamaged, with 
only its forward trucks off the rails. 
Two coaches were thrown crosswise 
on the track and lay from bank to 
‘bank fiye feet above the rails, Of the 
baggage car not enough remained to 
show where it had been tossed. 
Portions of the baggage car and 
freight cars were mere debris.
